President Board Commissioners Slate Institutions: 

Sib — tn obedience to the requirements of your Honorable 
Board, I have the honor to herewith submit a biennial report 
of the statistical records, and giwral management and con- 
dition cf tub institution for and during the years 1893 4. 

On July* 1893, I assumed the duties and responsibilities 
that my acceptance of this position entailed. At this tinv I 
found that my predecessor had I zeroised much care and ca- 
pacity in the inauguration of systematic management, and 
the enforcement of rules promotive of kind irealment, and 
the com Tort of patients, also in many respects of good 
hygiene and sanitation. I found, however, that a Uck of the 
necessary sewerage facilities had resulted in excrement accu- 
ffiulal.oii*. from which poisonous i-xbalations existed at the 
cause of considerable bad physical health, and consequent 
intensified mental distress among the patients. 

The health of the institution was not so good as desired. 
Thirteen male* and (emails were confined in bed, with (prin- 
cipally) local disease of a some w hat unyielding character, as 
the mortuary report contained in table No. 1 indicates. 

On taking charge of this asylum, prevailing sickness of 
local origin suggested an immediate removal of every element 
of disease dtscernable among the accumulations of years,

and an improvised meth-jd lor carting away to the dis- 
tant farm the poisonous oft il of each day was adopted, 
which, together with the use of carbonate of It me as a disin- 
fectant, aided greatly in the abatement of almost every dis- 
ease attributable to improper hygiene and sanitation. 

This method, requiring a double team almost half i*f every 
day, was necessarily continu d until June, 1894, when, by di- 
rection of your Honorable Board, and witboat; the use of out- 
side labor, we had completed, and put in successful operation,. 
a thorough system of sewerage, embracing closets for head- 
quarters, outside laborers, the grounds and each ward in the 
institution. 

At the time of assuming control, I founl 28-J afflicted, 
people depending on this public charity for means of subsist- 
ance, comfort and restoration, the elements of which, for the 
most part, were amply provided, the exception bein^ a rather 
meager supply of clothing. 

The medical department, in charge of the physician. Dr. L. 
D. Blocker, was supplied with the necessary drugs and medi- 
cines, but suitable apartments for their systematic and conve- 
nient arrangement in stock had not been provided This 
embarrassment to the physician was, however, soon removed 
bv constructing, on the second floor inferior ot the commis- 
sary building, neat apartments for this purpose. 

The patients sick in bed were tenderly cared for by their 
respective nurses, and received faithful professional treat- 
ment from the institution physician, whose practice, in addi- 
tion to tlrese, and the several epileptics, was gradually ex- 
tended, until almost the entire population of the asylum 
were under actual medii-al treatment, and in many cases with 
gratifying results. Very many patients, boisterous and dis- 
tressed from acme nervous distraction, became quiet, and in 
contrast exhibited a feeling of remarkable contentment, 
while quiie a number of susceptible cases were restored, 
33 having been discharged during the latter half of 1893, 
and 69 during 1894, with only 8 per c>nt. returned, 

I am pleased to mention, without criticism, that progress- 
in this department has been constantly marked with improve- 
ment during the ia-t eighieen months. 

At the beginning of my management, eighteen months 
ago, and until August, 1694, the asylum washing was done 
by colored women at their homes some distance away. No 
appropriation was made for putting in a steam laundry, but 
by consent of your Honorable Board, an expenditure of l«ss 
than $300 enabled the construction of a nice substantial 
bailding, 25x60 feet, and equipp d it for laundry purposes. 



This superseded the old plan, at a monthly saving of 
-.$66. 00, besides the expense of carting the clothing to and 
from the country homed where they had been washed. 

The work of the laundry department is done by colored fe 
male patients in charge of an attendant, ihe service being 
quite superior and satisfactory without the employment of 
washers or laundrymen. For these reasons, the plan of ours 
is preferred to a steam laundry, whi-^h could not be operated 
without skilled help. 

The farms of the asylum were at. the beginning of my con- 
trol partly plant d to coin, which was in a fair state of cul- 
tivation, and yielded approximately 450 bushels, which was 
insufficient, and necessitated some buying for stock feid. 
Th" corn crop of 1884 was 600 bushels, as appears in table 
No. 1U of "Farm Products," to which you art? referred for 
further data as to yield of this department. 

The farms have been improved, and extended to embrace*, 
more lands, wilh a vi>w t<> spec! dties in the way of -uilatne 
vegetables, which for the list fifteen months have l>een grown 
in sufficient quantity to supply every department of the asy- 
lum almost every day dming that time. 

Every department is in constaftl need of repairs, and very 
much of tut- kind of work (requiring also cousideiable mate- 
rial) has been done, leavi< g much yet to do. Many min 'r, 
though necessary, improvements have also been made, to the 
enhancement of general sani ation, hygiene, c >mfort and con- 
ven:enee. 

In the management of the several departments of this asy- 
lum it lias been my humble desire to encourage ihe charitable 
spirit in which the law that, gives it existence was conceived. 
The funds available for the uses of the institution have been 
guarded with every effort at economy that the high purposes 
of so noble a charity will admit of. The requirements of ;ill 
departments and interest have been objects oi study, and 
every applicai ion necessary for conserving them has b en 
made. The patients have been amply supplied wilh whole- 
some diet, including a variety of vegetables in great abund- 
ance, their clothing has been comfortable and tidy, their 
ward apartments, bedding, etc., absolut* ly cleanly and com- 
furtable, and the entire force of attendants and nurses are 
sympathetic, faithful and exceptionally obedient to such rules 
as secure the inmates in the fullest enjoyment of every egili- 
mate privilege and possible comfort. 

The past sixteen months the ward apartments, grounds and 
general premises of the asylum have been kept in a condition 
to preclude the possibility of disease from local causes, and 



to this is laigeiy due the health record of which we boast as- 
superior to the showing of must similar institutions. 

MEDICAL DBPAETMINT AND TREATMENT. 

The asylum drug store is kept stocked with fresh drug-* 
and medicines in ample supply, as to assortment and quan- 
tity, and tlie requirements of patients with respect to profes- 
sional treatment, receives every attention ihat the skill of the 
faithful institution physician affords. 

As a reined id a^ent,the diversion that properly disciplined 
employment, enables is most effective in the treatment of 
insanity, and while with our limited requirements in the lines 
of work that the insane can do, it is impossible to have de- 
vised employment for a great number. We contemplate en- 
larging upon plans that will accommodate a larger proportion 
in this important respect. 

"aTATiancs. 

Referring to the statistic-! «>f thi < as\l im, tab'e No. I indi- 
cates a decrease of sixteen^ n population in 1833, during the 
m nths of July to October inclusive, which was due (as 
shown) not to a less degree of insanity, but to the fatality of 
disease and the unusually large number of disehirgfS during 
those four month*. During the first sis months of that year 
twelve were discharged, and during the four months from 
July to October inclusive, twenty-nine. 

By reference to the deaths during November and Decem- 
ber, iis shown in table No. 1, and to the similir compilation 
for 1894, as composing ptrts oF table No. 2, it is apparent 
that the excessive uioitaliiy indicated in the fir.-it statement, 
ceased after October, 1893, by which date the hygienic and 
Banitary condition of the premises was mor - favorable, and a 
closer watch by att -ndanis upon the physical condition of 
all patients was k«pt, as a means of conversing th • physician 
with ailments in time t > prt-veiit acute development. 

Especial reference to table Hi*. 2 is unnecessaiy, except in 
comparison with the records of admi'tanee-i dor ng the four 
preceding years as follows: 1890, 64; 1891, 8*^,189^, 106; 
1894, 132, which indicates that insanity is increasing alarm- 
ingly out of proportion to the increase of population 

By refer mce to table No. 4, it, will hi noticed th it 162 in- 
mates are natives, and 81 additional have been residents m >re 
than ten years, making the total residen's of more than that 
time, 243. Thi* remainder having lived in Florida from one 
to ten years. 

Referring to the tabular statements submitted by the 
asylum physician, lable No. 10, showing the " apparent 
cause" of insanity, U inaceuraie for t l >e reason we have been 



unable 10 obtain such important information as answers to 
oar printed questions would afford, and in many c ises the 
physician is dependent on observation and hypothesis for de- 
terminations of i he kind exhib'ti il in that table. 

Tables Nob. I to 10 inclusive, as herewith submitted, will 
be readily comprehend! -d by your Honorable Board, and re- 
quire no further explanation. 

LUNATICS IX cal:f, OF COMMITTEES. 

I would bring to the kind attention o> y>ur Honorable 

Boar' I that under the law, as provided in Sections 846 and 
F+7, Chapter T, Revised Statutes of Florida, it is apparent 
in the report of the Honorable Comptroller for 189-i that at 
the end of that year Bevemy-three (73) lunatic-* were in the 
hands of committees for care, maintenance and treatment, 
the compensation for which aggregates $7,715.04, or $105. 68 
each per annum. 

The current and incidental expense of the asylum for the 
year 1894, as appeal** in table No. 7, is $32,748.10, or $80.46 
for each of the 407 patient* treated during the year, including 
rition- li>r employe-*. This, compared with the amount per 
capita paid :o committees, indicates in a small degree the in- 
advisability of a good -meaning law. The inadequacy of this 
statute is, however, more strikingly impressive in the improv- 
ident results obtained. Of the large number ot lun Uics in 
charge of committees, it is apparent Iroro the records of the 
plan that not. one since i's conception has recovered his ot- 
her sanity. Among these, no doubt, there are some idiot-, 
opium habitues und epileptic-* who are confessedly incurable, 
but not in a larger degree than the same classes iu the asy- 
lum, where but little less thin 20 per cent, of the total admit- 
ted are either restored or improved so much as to warrant 
their discharge. 

The e is much reasou for apprehending that many of the 
private parties in charge of outside lunatics are too indiffer- 
ent, and possibly too ignorant, f .r the benevolent purpose of 
their appointment, which is highly revolting to every sense of 
humanity. 

Th-.-se latter facts, and the excessive expense of having out- 
side parties keep char-e of lunatics, constrain me to sug- 
gest that the legislature shou'd abolUh the pla >, and require 
(soon as room can be made) that such lunatics shall be com- 
mitted ti> the asylum. 

BXPBSDITUKE8. 

Your Honorable Board i* respectfully referred to table 
No. 7 of expenditures on account of transportatiou of agents, 
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lunatics and discharged patients, also the current and inciden- 
tal expenses of the asylum, t ogether with the several prin- 
cipal improvements indicated. Notwithstanding superior 
numbers were admitted and discharged, increasing all ex- 
penses, the table shows a reduction in expenditures for 1394 
of 16,812.69, which also includes the cost of the sewerage 
plant, $1,412.30, and the 1-j.undry, $260,60, which deducted, 
shows the actual reduction of expenses to be $8,485.59. 

CAKE OF LUNATICS I'RIOR TO COMMITMENT AND REMOVAL TO 
THE ASYLUM. 

In many cases nurses going after lunatics, report finding 
the dept-ndent objects of their mission i-onQued withcimi- 
nals in jail cells, with evidence of merciless care. Some luna- 
tics are found nude, requiring the i mined i ate purf.t>ase of 
clothing; some exposed without means oi' comfort aad repose 
at night, and either injured or sick, many are found suffer- 
ing without medical attention. Such treatment is inhuman, 
and is promotive of physical disorder-, which with the gloom 
of such neglect and uncomfortable cniO iCini", , intensifies 
their nervous distraction and ment d distress, and should be 
avoided. 

THE ASYLUM CROWDED. 

The wards of the asylum the past si\ months dav^ been so 
crowded as to neces-itate using from iwo to fur beds in al- 
most every room, which is more or less detriment d to health, 
and certainly too unsafe to be prudently continued. It is 
reasonable to suppose that, in addition to th • present number 
of inmates, application for the admission of 135 or more will 
be made flaring the next twelve months, and the crowded 
condition of the asylum will necessitate declining future ap- 
plications for admission in a'l except the colored male de- 
partment, or as room is made by removal, and not then ex- 
cept to meet absolute necessity for relief Of crying distress. 

If the benefits of the asylum are to b2 extended for the ac- 
commodation andvTtdief of the insane in proportion lo the in 
creasing demands, Ehe construction of considerable additional 
buildings is indispeiisable. and should be provided for by the 
legislature to convene in April, and unless such additions are 
enabled by sufficient legislative appropriation, from all sec- 
tions of the Stale appea's for aid and relief will come but to 
be declined. 

The capacity of the asylum should be enlarged to meet 
coming requirements, also the necessity for additional sep- 
arate departments for mild and cmvaltsetjnt patients. A 
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greater or less number of patients are so aberrant in conduct 
as to be objectionable among partially sane, and the conva- 
lescent or more refined and delicately inclined. 

The construction of additional huildtngn on separate 
grounds would not only capacitate the institution for con- 
templated future demands, but would also enable more 
efficient care and treatment. An appropriation of $20,000 
for this purpose, judiciously expended, would be sufficient. 

LUNACY LAW. 

Observation and experience in the consideration of physical 
and mental conditions existing among persons committed to 
this asylum,* impresses and disinclines me to refrain from 
bringing to the kind attention of your Honorable Board the 
inadequacy ot our statutory requirement- in inquisition pro- 
ceedings. Quite a number the past eighteen months have 
been committed, who, afrer sufficient detention, were dis- 
charged as never insane. Some of these were, perhaps, at the 
time of examination, just recovering from the indurating 
eff c's of inebriety. Some were women of intelligence and 
apparent refinement, and others were old and possibly objec- 
tionable on account of their destitution. 

The expen.-c of bringing this diss of subjects to the 
asylum and returning 'hem to their respective c mnties, 
amounted in 1894 to several hundred dollars, and ought to 
be stopped by the rigid enforcement of an act adequately 
ninemlat' ay of the law responsible for it. 

Allow me to mention that Dr. C. B. Scull ha9 rendered this 
institution skillful professional assistance during the sickness 
anrl temporary absenea of the asylum physician, for which, 
in behalf of Dr. I {locker and myself, 1 wish to confess in- 
debtedness. 

I desire to acknowledge my grateful obligations to your 
Ilonorable Boa.-d ior the interest manifested, by directing, 
enc u raging and sustaining me in every effort at supplying 
the departments of this asylum with the necesstry means of 
maintenance, treatment, care and comfort; and in the enforce- 
ment of such syste ns as have promoted successful manage- 
ment. 

Permit me also to acknowledge, and give assurance of my 
gratitude for the courteous manner of your Honorable 
Board's superior relations with my control as Superintendent 
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of this aaylum. And also for the uniform cour^ies, prompt- 
ness and proficiency of your Honorable Sicrctary in bis busi- 
ness intercourse witb me.

Dear Sir : I have the honor to submit to you, in the Fol- 
lowing, my report for the year ending December 31, 1894, 

Yonr attention ia respectfully called to the tabular state- 
ments, which show in a full run! condensed manner the classi- 
tication of the mental diseases, the apparent causes of insanity, 
the cause of death and the diagnosis and condition of all pa- 
tients. The table which shows ihi' apparent causes of insanity 
is incorrect, owing lo the lack of the proper information. It 
could be made much more accurate if the question papers 
accompanying each patient were more carefully tilled. 

The number of patients under treatment for insanity was 
(3ij0) three hundred and s'xty. 

Among the number admitted were many with broken-down 
constitutions from bodily disease*, and with some not King but 
an alleviation of their tn ublcs could be done tor them until 
diss, lmion should take place. 

The general health has been remarkably goo<I, there being 
but little sickness accruing from zymotic causes. 

The hygienic and sanitary conditions of the institution 
have also been excellent. 

Diseases of tie digestive organs have always been more 
prevalent than any other class of diseases among the patients, 
but during the year there wna less than usual. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation for your 
help, your many courtesies and the cordial support you have 
given me in the discharge of my duties connected with my 
department.
